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Policies to include 
suicide hotline on 
student ID tags

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
the board unanimously approved a list of 
34 policy updates that it discussed at its 
Sept. 13 meeting and then took up another 
list of eight updates to approve at its Nov. 
12 meeting. 

The new list of policies, proposed by 
its attorneys at Thrun Law Firm, includes 
printing a suicide hotline telephone number 
on all student identification tags for grades 
6-12. The number, either national, state, 
or local that is available 24 hours a day, 
may also be put on the school website 
homepage and in a prominent location in 
the school counselor’s office. 

This is in addition to the suicide 
prevention policies already in place that 
requires teachers to watch students for 
unusual depression, expressions of suicidal 
thoughts, and threatening or attempting 
suicide or self-harm. 

Other policies, which are all in the Series 
5000 policies for “Students, Curriculum, 
and Academic Matters,” addressed family 
engagement, Title I funds, academic credit, 
retention, medication, and honoring a “Do- 
Not-Resuscitate Order.” 

Board vice president Susan Featheringill 
presided at the meeting for president Amy 
Pearce who was absent. 

Also at Monday’s regular meeting, the 
school board: 

e Was advised the following teachers 
have been awarded tenure for the 2020- 
21 school year: Walter Boykin, Mark 
Fransen, Kayla Hale, Jennifer Kitchen, 
Julie Komaromi, Jennifer Lange, Thomas 
Purcell, and Morgan Youngs. School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak explained teachers qualify for 
tenure after their fifth year of teaching, or 
after their third year here, if they already

VBT to host Iron Belle ‘Saddle’ ribbon-cutting ceremony

The Iron Belle Trail is Michigan’s 
showcase trail running through hundreds of 
municipalities and crosses into 48 different 
Michigan counties. The trail features two 
routes; one for bicycling and a separate 
route for hiking. 

A portion of the hiking trail runs 
through Van Buren Township.

A ribbon-cutting ceremony, sponsored by 
the Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce, 
will take place in Van Buren Park at 50901 
S. I-94 Service Dr., Van Buren Township, 
on Wednesday, Oct. 6, at noon. 

“The new trail and roadway help to 
provide access to Van Buren Park and 
the Iron Belle Trail,’ said Director of 
Community Services Elizabeth Renaud. 
“The path was designed with everyone in 
mind, so we will be able to walk or roll 
over it for years to come!” 

The “Saddle,” a portion of Van Buren 
Park’s road connecting the front and back 
loops, was completely reconstructed with 
help from Wayne County, in partnership 
with the Davenport Brothers of Belleville. 
The Saddle is just a small portion of the 
Iron Belle Trail. 

“Not only will the Iron Belle Trail run 
through Van Buren Park, but it will also 


extend into Riggs Park and the Lower 
Huron Metro Park,’ said Director of 
Recreation Jennifer Zaenglein. “This 
means residents and visitors will be able to 
enjoy and experience the beauty of not just 
one, but two Van Buren Township parks 
along the route.” 

The Iron Belle Trail is a State of Michigan 
initiative that extends more than 2,000 
miles from Ironwood, in the far western 
tip of the Upper Peninsula, to Belle Isle in 
Detroit. 

“Projects like these would not be possible 
without local partnerships,” said Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 
“We’re thankful for Wayne County and 
the DNR for helping us improve the trail 
and very excited that the hiking trail goes 
right through Van Buren Township.”

VBT board votes to stay in zoom meetings until at least Nov. 2 meeting

After a discussion on COVID, the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously at its Sept. 21 meeting to 
continue to hold meetings virtually until 
the first meeting in November, when it 
will reconsider going back to in-person 
meetings. 

VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara was 
not present for the meeting and his absence 
was not explained until resident John 
Delaney said he was at Mackinac Island for 
the Detroit Chamber Policy Conference. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd presided at the 
board meeting in Supervisor McNamara’s 
absence. She said Wayne County has 
extended until the end of the year the right 
to hold virtual meetings. 

Clerk Leon Wright said starting in 
November there are only four meetings 
left until the end of the year and they could 
reconsider in-person meetings during the 
first meeting in November. 

He said he wants to do what the CDC 
and MIOSHA think is best. He said he 
considers himself a leader and he is looking 
out for the safety of the community. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said she was 
not opposed to waiting until November 
to decide. She said she is available to 
residents, denying Delaney’s claim earlier 
in the meeting that the board members 


were unavailable to the public when there 
were only virtual meetings. She said her 
phone number is 734-883-9650 and she 
gets texts all the time. She said her email is 
on the website. 

“I have people coming to my house,” she 
said, adding she is willing to be open to the 
public. 

Treasurer Budd said she was in the 
office all that day at a zoom meeting with 
municipal treasurers, but she was available 
to step away from the meeting if something 
important came up. 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 10- 
minute meeting on Sept. 21, the board: 

e Accepted the resignation of former 


Supervisor Helen Foster from the 
Downtown Development Authority 
because of “family demands” and 


approved the supervisor’s appointment of 
Velon Willis to fill the vacancy with a term 
to expire March 9, 2022. Willis’ business, 
Willis Insurance Agency, is located within 
the DDA district. She also is a former 
member of the Van Buren Civic Fund 
board; 

e Approved the 2022 Suburban Mobility 
Authority for Regional Transportation 
(SMART) contract and authorized the 
supervisor and clerk to execute the 
agreement. The township will get a total 
of $28,348 for recreation transporation and 
senior transportation and a local match of 


$34,500 is met by the township general 
fund and in-kind services (drivers’ wages 
and volunteers); 

e Approved, without discussion, the 
Mallinckrodt PLC Bankruptcy Plan as it 
pertains to ongoing opioid litigation; 

e Viewed the 11-minute State of 
the Township video prepared by 
communications specialists Ryan Nichols 
and Alysha Albrecht for McNamara’s 
recent address at a Chamber of Commerce 
event; 

e Approved the second (final) reading 
of an ordinance amendment that provides 
for township police to not enforce drug 
paraphernalia restrictions when the 
individual has a card from SOOAR, at the 
officer’s discretion. SOOAR, with its office 
in Belleville, is intended to prevent the 
spread of infectious disease and provide 
assistance for drug treatment; 

e Approved the second (final) reading of 
a state ordinance regarding animal cruelty 
making it into a local ordinance that allows 
handling of cases at 34" District Court 
instead of at a downtown court; 

e Heard Delaney comment on several 
issues at the beginning of the meeting, 
including no one being available earlier 
that day when he came to township hall 
to talk to elected officials, that the board 
would continue virtual meetings when the 
school board meetings have been in person 


for months, that constituents haven’t 
been properly served for 18 months when 
officials haven’t been available face to 
face, and thanked the officers and staff 
who helped the LDFA put together the 911 
memorial at Grace Lake; 

e Heard Trustee Donald Boynton interrupt 
Delaney’s remarks to disagree, saying 
his phone number is on the website and a 
number of residents called him; 

e Heard Trisha Duckworth support the 
SOOAR program that helps those suffering 
from addiction and ask for using federal 
funds for increased broadband connection, 
and possible federal monies to update 
structures in Parkwood that are in disrepair 
and have mold. She said maybe Parkwood 
should be torn down. Treasurer Budd said 
someone will contact her; and 

e Heard Clerk Wright thank Delaney 
for his work to set up the 911 memorial 
program but disagreed with Delaney when 
Delaney called “fake news” figures cited 
by Wright on how many people got COVID 
compared to how many got the Spanish 
Flu. “The media is not fake,” Wright said. 
“They gave us a total number. They don’t 
lie.” Wright said, “The virus is real. Like 
they say on TV if you’re hit with it you’re 
gone.” He said 675,000-plus people were 
killed and people shouldn’t act foolishly.

New trailway 
through Van Buren 
Park is ready 


Next Wednesday, Oct. 6, at noon, Van 
Buren Township will host a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony for the opening of the 
new “Saddle” part of the Iron Belle Trail. 
The ribbon-cutting is being put on by the 
Belleville-Area Chamber of Commerce. 

The Saddle will allow bikers and walkers 
to go through Van Buren Park easily to get 
from the west side where it enters the park 
to the east side on Denton Road where it 
leaves the park. 

It was kind of rough and hilly before 
and we can hardly wait to see what VBT, 
the county, and Davenport Brothers have 
put together to make it work. Everyone is 
invited to the ribbon-cutting. 

The eastbound trail in VBT heads in and 
out of the City of Belleville and then travels 
along E. Huron River Drive to the area of 
the newly renovated bridge over the Huron 
River. Another challenge: The bikers/hikers 
will have to get from the south side of E. 
Huron River Drive, to the north side to get 
on the bridge sidewalk, and then back to the 
south side to get into the Metropark. 

The Metropark is arranging for a light 
at its entry to get the biker/hikers across 
E. Huron River Drive. VBT and Wayne 
County will have to arrange for another 
light somewhere on the west side of the 
bridge. Makes one wonder if the hikers/ 
bikers will go to all that trouble to cross 
back and forth or just go over the bridge 
with all the cars.

Kim Stakley of Haggerty Subdivision has 
lived in this area since she was six and now 
she is advocating for her fellow residents 
in the subdivision concerning the condition 
of Haggerty Road between I-94 and Tyler 
Road. She said one side of the road was 
resurfaced six years ago and that’s the only 
road repair that has been done on that part 
of Haggerty since the subdivision was built 
in about 1973. 

She said north of Tyler the industrial park 
is growing and they are fixing the roadway 
to Van Born. 

She said adults and students from the 
subdivision and the apartments walk on 
the shoulder of the road to get to the little 
store and to the community college. They 
really should have a sidewalk the length of 
Haggerty between I-94 and Tyler, she said. 
She said drivers are in a hurry and are on 
their devices and trucks are hard to stop. 
She said she is scared for anyone to drive 
out there. 

She said she was told Matthew Best was 
the one to call and she has left messages 
for him and he has not returned them. She 
called the county and she said she was told 
they need an advocate with the township, 
since residents aren’t listened to. 

“A lot of elderly people live in the 
neighborhood and some have lived here 
ever since the subdivision was built,” she 
said, adding she has lived there 25 years. 

She said she tried the telephone number 
listed on the Van Buren Township website to 
call for roadwork that needs to be done and 
that number has been disconnected. I tried a 
number I found there for Road Complaints 
and it worked: 1-888-762-3273. 

She said the BP gas station at the corner 
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of Haggerty and I-94 has the Amazon 
account and up to 100 Amazon vehicles 
some and go from the station. I suggested 
a few people she might call who will return 
her calls. Local municipalities are waiting 
to find out how much infrastructure money 
is coming from the federal government. 
Maybe that will help.

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Keystone Academy board studies NHA plan to refinance company

At the Aug. 12 meeting of the Keystone 
Academy board of directors, the group 
heard a lengthy presentation on the proposed 
refinancing of National Heritage Academies, 
a private company which runs the academy. 

At the end of its Sept. 9 meeting, the 
board went into closed-door session with 
its attorney Candace Sorensen for attorney- 
client privileged information on the same 
subject. 

On Aug. 12, Bob Owen, NHA Chief 
Financial Officer, attended the meeting 
virtually (plus three other NHA officials) 
to introduce the refinancing information 
and field questions about potential savings, 
the new non-profit building owner, board 
responsibilities, and financing rates. 

During its Sept. 9 meeting, NHA 
representative Andrew Roth said Keystone 


Principal Jorvanna Drain will go to an 
investment class in late October or early 
November where planning for ESSER funds 
coming to Keystone will take place. 

Roth said the first ESSER report will come 
out in the second half of September and 
each month thereafter the board will get an 
ESSER report. 

Principal Drain said the funds could be used 
to hire more paraprofessionals, Keystone 
substitute teachers and make them able to 
hold more elaborate field trips to make a link 
for the kids with the outside world. She also 
said she would like to see phonics support in 
the upper grades if that is a proper use of the 
ESSER funds. 

She referred to the $13.2 billion allotted 
for the Elementary and Secondary School 
Emergency Relief Fund, signed into law on 
March 2020 as part of the $30.75 billion 
Coronavirus Aid Relief and Economic

Security (CARES) Act. ESSER II funds 
of $54.3 billion were signed into law in 
December 2020 and ESSER III added just 
under $123 billion. The funds go to states 
who then send it on to schools, including 
charter schools. There are many strings 
attached. 

Keystone vice president Steve Harsant said 
about the ESSER funds, “It just would be 
nice to know what decisions have been made. 
A summary.” 

Attorney Sorensen said there is a lot of 
grant money and it hasn’t bubbled up to the 
board yet and it should. 

She said she is recommending to all the 
boards she represents that they hire a financial 
advisor, specializing in school finance, to 
watch the use of the ESSER funds. 

Sorensen said usually you can’t use these 
funds to supplant something you have been 
using state funds for. The funds should not 
just go to profit but be used to supplement 
education. 

She said Adam Holcomb is putting together 
a proposal that she could pass on to the board. 
He could be someone independent working 
for the board to watch the ESSER funds, she 
said. 

She said the annual financial audits are not 
looking for moving the funds around. 

Sorensen said in the future if the students are 
found not to be properly educated, someone 
may say, “How about all that money we 
spent?” and may look very closely on how 
the funds were used. Then the board could 
say, “We relied on our consultant,” Sorenson 
said, showing the board was serious about 
oversight. 

Board vice president Steven Harsant said he 
would like to see the pro formas to find out the 
profit NHA is making on Keystone. Sorensen 
said she sent the pro formas she was able 
to get to all the board members. [Pro forma 
is a method of calculating financial results 
using certain projections or presumptions, 
according to Investopedia.] 

She said records show that NHA charges 
a 60% management fee and what is covered 
by this is unknown and they cannot calculate 
the affect the new agreement would have on 
the Keystone budget. She said, hopefully, she 
will get more information, which she would 
then pass on to the board. 

“NHA said from the beginning, ‘We’ll 
never tell what our profit is,” Sorensen said.

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She suggested they talk further about this in 
their closed session. 

In other business at the Sept. 9 meeting, 
the board: 

¢ Heard Drain report on the COVID learning 
loss revealed by tests used by Keystone, as 
requested by board members at their last 
meeting. She said 667 students have enrolled 
this school year, with capacity at 768. There 
are 41% of the students qualifying for free 
and reduced lunches. Everyone gets free 
breakfast and lunch paid for by the federal 
government, if they opt in, she said. Drain 
said there were almost 462 students at their 
Family Fun Night event; 

e Learned three members — president Vesta 
Losen, vice-president Harsant, and secretary 
Pat Kirkpatrick — are going to the 2021 NHA 
Board Symposium on Oct. 26 at The Inn at 
St. John’s in Plymouth. Sessions are set on 
NHA Refinancing, ESSER Funds, Teacher 
Recruitment and Retention, and Excel-erate 
Program; 

e Approved aimswebPlus as the school’s 
reading assessment system for another year. 
Michigan requires students in grades K to 3 
to be assessed at progress in reading at least 
three times a year, the first conducted during 
the first 30 days of school; 

e Ratified the 2021-22 Parent and Student 
Handbook, which Roth said had no 
substantial changes; 

e Approved the Teacher Evaluation and 
Employee Certification Warranty resolution; 

e Approved payment of $286 as its share of 
the Regional Co-Athletic Directors Stipends. 
There are two athletic directors and they get 
$2,000 each. The $4,000 is split among the 
14 schools in the region that compete against 
each other; 

e Heard Drain announce Keystone plans 
to do all of its sports this year, but they will 
see how COVID goes to finalize plans. Fall 
sports are volleyball for girls in seventh and 
eighth grades and soccer for boys in fifth 
through eighth grades. Band will be for those 
in sixth, seventh, and eighth grades; and 

e Heard president Losen read a letter that 
as an individual she is sending to elected 
representatives in Washington, D.C. voicing 
concerns about a recent vote in the House of 
Representatives not to give charter schools 
federal funding. She encouraged other board 
members to send letters as well on the issue. 
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Northville DDA, attorney share 
input with Belleville DDA

Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority chairperson Alicia McGovern 
invited the executive director of the 
Northville DDA and the Belleville DDA’s 
attorney to teach local members what their 
jobs are and how to partner with the city. 

Chairperson McGovern said she wants the 
Belleville DDA to become educated about 
the DDA, read the DDA bylaws, and serve 
on committees. 

“T want to see a great partnership with our 
city and I’m looking forward to what we can 
do as a board,” she said. 

McGovern, who served as vice-chairman of 
the DDA last year, became chairperson with 
the death of longtime DDA leader Rosemary 
Loria on Nov. 15. McGovern was elected 
chairperson in January and meetings have 
been by zoom due to the coronavirus. 

Longtime DDA executive director Carol 
Thompson resigned June 1 and later deputy 
administrator Tim McLean took over that 
position in addition to his other duties at city 
hall. McLean had served as DDA director in 
Gibraltar. 

On Sept. 15, the DDA met for the first 
time in person at the Belleville Area District 
Library. McGovern finally was able to get 
down to business to plan the work of the 
DDA with the new executive director almost 
in place. 

Lori Ward, who became the Northville 
DDA’s first director in 1999, was invited to 
tell how her DDA works and how to partner 
successfully with the city. 

Ward said DDAs differ in every community. 
She said she started in Ypsilanti and Ken 
Voigt came to work with her there. Voigt, a 
retired Belleville police officer, now is a city 
councilman and was present for the meeting. 

She said in Ypsilanti, the DDA is not housed 
in city hall, but in Northville it is in city hall 
and she is considered a city department 
director. She said the city staff does the 
bills and checks for the DDA and the DDA 
compensates them for the service. 

She said in the last couple of years there has 
been more outreach by the city and it hired 
a part-time communications person. She said 
they used to have the DDA do that work. 

Northville has a Merchants Association. 
She said independent business owners often 
are the only ones in their stores and don’t 
have time to attend a lot of meetings. She said 
besides the obvious parking as a problem, the 
DDA tries to give the Merchants Association 
some support. They do a Girls Night Out and 
the DDA helps with the social media and 
advertising, she said. 

Ward said the DDA partners with the 
Chamber of Commerce and city to make sure 
they’re not overlapping in what they do. She 
said they assess what skills and assets they 
have in the community and discuss projects, 
such as special events vs. bricks and mortar. 

When McGovern asked them if they do 
special events, Ward said at first they didn’t 
do any events. When a person moves on from 
an event that person promoted over the years, 
the DDA decides whether to keep it going or 
to retire it. 


Ward said the DDA is a financial sponsor 
for Buy Michigan Now, which brings tens 
of thousands of people to the city and helps 
to bring money in. She said the first year the 
DDA gave it $5,000 for seed money. Last 
year they didn’t have it because of COVID. 

She said the DDA puts on a music series 
and had an acoustic series, Northville 
Unplugged. They offer music with just one or 
two musicians playing so people don’t gather 
and they go on shopping. 

Anew Skeletons are Alive project is starting. 
There are 120 life-size skeletons that will be 
around the downtown, dressed in different 
outfits. The bike shop will have a couple of 
skeletons on a tandem bike, she said. 

She said there are 11 members of the DDA, 
which includes the mayor, business owners, 
and other residents of the community, as 
required by law. She said there are five 
standing committees, which include design 
for improving the downtown, economic 
development for financially vetting projects 
going into the downtown, marketing (made 
up of 20 members from groups in the 
community, including the library, chamber, 
Maybury Farm), and organization, for audits, 
budgets and goals. 

Ward said they require each board member 
to sit on a committee and some on several 
and report to the full DDA board. 

“We feel more connected that way,” she 
said, adding, “We all have board members 
who open the packet for the first time at the 
meeting.” 

She went on to talk about getting the 
designated outdoor refreshment area 
(DORA), noting the City of Belleville was 
the first one in the state to get that designation. 
She said she had worked for Beckett and 
Raeder and Belleville was one of her clients. 

Councilman Voigt asked Ward to speak 
about paying attention to detail.

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Ward said if you don’t take care of it, it’s 
not worth doing. 

She said groundskeepers worked for 
Northville doing weeding and watering. The 
DDA took over management and salaries 
and they were able to have one full-time 
superintendent and two summer full-time 
seasonal employees. They take up the 
garbage, wipe off tables, and keep things 
clean. 

“You have one chance to make a good 
impression,” she said. 

“T live in Ann Arbor,” she said. “They put 

in bike lanes and don’t weed the medians.

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They do have an operating budget of about 
$1 million.” 

Also, in the two-hour-and-20-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard a lengthy presentation from Kevin 
Kilby, its DDA attorney, on what the DDA 
is and how it works throughout the state. He 
said by law the DDA is to promote economic 
growth, prevent deterioration, and promote 
historic preservation. Voigt said the $5 
million project being built on Main Street 
next to the bridge will bring more money 
to the DDA. He said 85% of the business 
property in the city is in the DDA district and 
the DDA captures some of the taxes. City 
Manager / Police Chief Dave Robinson said 
51% of the police runs are in the DDA district 
so maybe some funds could be provided for 
police that would take the burden off the city 
budget. Kilby agreed with Ward: “Taking 
care of what you have is so important”; 

e Approved paying half of the money the 
city paid Randy Brown for the goats to trim 
the shoreline. Brown’s bill was $5,450 and 
the DDA agreed to pay $2,725; 

e Learned Jason Mida has resigned from the 
DDA because of family matters; 

e Heard McGovern announce she has 
reserved the meeting room at the library for 
the rest of the DDA meetings in 2021; and 

e Heard Chief Robinson tell the DDA the 
city and the DDA are a one-two punch for 
delivery of services in this community. “We 
love you. Together we can do anything,” he 
said. “I’m excited.” He said the energy at city 
hall now is so positive. He invited everyone 
to walk into city hall if they’re feeling down 
and, “You’ll feel the energy.”

over to circuit court for 
attack in VBT

Jesse Duane Stamper, 28, and Hunter 
David Range, 31, both of Ypsilanti, had 
their live preliminary exams before 34" 
District Court Chief Judge Brian Oakley 
on Sept. 1 and then were both bound over 
to circuit court for a Sept. 15 arraignment 
on the information. 

On Sept. 15, a calendar conference was 
set for Sept. 30 before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Shannon Walker. 

They are charged with the felonies of 
first-degree home invasion and unarmed 
robbery, along with aggravated assault on 
June 24 in Van Buren Township. 

Each has a personal bond of $250,000. 
Judge Oakley agreed to order the removals 
of tethers from both defendants. 

A third co-defendant, Derrick Wayne 
Houchlei, 42, of Brockway, MI, is yet to be 
arrested, and Van Buren Township Police 
Department have announced nationwide 
extradition. 

On Sept. 1, complaining witness Derrick 
Gabbard testified, saying he had just gotten 
out of bed in the afternoon when somebody 
knocked on the door. He answered and he 
said three men burst into his home and 
punched and kicked him. They pushed 
in into a large picture on the wall in his 
bedroom which broke and cut open his 
head, bringing lots of blood. He said they 
threw large objects at him and he was able 
to jump out the bedroom window and 
try to run away. He said they followed 
him, pushed him down and took his cell 
phone. He said they had been asking for 
a female who was his roommate with two 
of her children. He was hospitalized for his 
injuries and testified he already was taking 
medication for another traumatic brain 
injury that occurred in 2004. 

Under cross-examination, he was told 
that the woman roommate accused him 
of violence against her and the children 
and he replied, “That’s what I heard.” He 
testified that he has never hurt anybody.

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Domestic violence charges against Parrott dismissed by prosecutor 


On Sept. 23, 35™ District Court Judge 
James A. Plakas dismissed a misdemeanor 
charge of domestic violence against former 
34" District Court Judge David Parrott of 
Van Buren Township, at the request of the 
prosecuting attorney. 

Judge Parrott was scheduled for a jury 
trial, but that was removed from the 
calendar because the complaining witness 
would not testify. 

Parrott, who was in his 18™ year on the 
bench, was charged with one count of 
domestic violence on Feb. 8, 2020 in Van 
Buren Township. His case was transferred 
to the 35" District Court to avoid a conflict 
of interest since the actual venue of 34"

It was moved by Clerk Wright and supported by Trustee 
Frazier the following Ordinance be adopted to amend Sec. 14-37 of 
Division 1 (Generally) of Article II (Dogs) of Chapter 14 (Animals) to 
read as follows: 


The Charter Township of Van Buren hereby ordains that 
Sections 14-36 of the Township General Code of Ordinances 
be amended as follows: 


Sec. 14-37. — Animal Cruelty. 
(a) As used in this section: 


(1) “Adequate care” means the provision of sufficient food, 
water, shelter, sanitary conditions, exercise, and veterinary 
medical attention in order to maintain an animal in a state of 
good health. 


(2) “Animal” means any vertebrate other than a human being. 


(3) “Animal protection shelter’ means a facility operated by a 
person, humane society, society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals, or any other nonprofit organization, for the care of 
homeless animals. 


(4) “Animal control shelter” means a facility operated by a 
county, city, village, or township to impound and care for 
animals found in streets or otherwise at large contrary to any 
ordinance of the county, city, village, or township or state law. 


(5) “Licensed veterinarian” means a person licensed to practice 
veterinary medicine under article 15 of the public health code, 
1978 PA 368, MCL 333.16101 to 333.18838. 


(6) “Livestock” means that term as defined in the animal 
industry act of 1987, 1988 PA 466, MCL 287.701 to 287.747. 


(7) “Person” means an individual, partnership, limited liability 
company, corporation, association, governmental entity, or 
other legal entity. 


(8) “Neglect” means to fail to sufficiently and properly care for 
an animal to the extent that the animal’s health is jeopardized. 


(9) “Sanitary conditions” means space free from health hazards 
including excessive animal waste, overcrowding of animals, 
or other conditions that endanger the animal’s health. This 


physical condition of the animal so as to maintain the animal in 
a state of good health. Shelter, for livestock, includes structures 
or natural features such as trees or topography. Shelter, for a 
dog, includes 1 or more of the following: 


(i) The residence of the dog’s owner or other individual. 


(ii) A doghouse that is an enclosed structure with a roof and 
of appropriate dimensions for the breed and size of the dog. 
The doghouse shall have dry bedding when the outdoor 
temperature is or is predicted to drop below freezing. 


(iii) A structure, including a garage, barn, or shed, that is 
sufficiently insulated and ventilated to protect the dog from 
exposure to extreme temperatures or, if not sufficiently 
insulated and ventilated, contains a doghouse as provided 
under subparagraph (ii) that is accessible to the dog. 


(11) “State of good health” means freedom from disease 

and illness, and in a condition of proper body weight and 
temperature for the age and species of the animal, unless the 
animal is undergoing appropriate treatment. 


(12) “Tethering” means the restraint and confinement of a dog 
by use of a chain, rope, or similar device. 


(13) “Water” means potable water that is suitable for the age 
and species of animal that is made regularly available unless 
otherwise directed by a licensed veterinarian. 


(b) An owner, possessor, or person having the charge or custody 
of an animal shall not do any of the following: 


(1) Fail to provide an animal with adequate care. 


(2) Cruelly drive, work, or beat an animal, or cause an animal to 
be cruelly driven, worked, or beaten. 


(3) Carry or cause to be carried in or upon a vehicle or 
otherwise any live animal having the feet or legs tied together, 
other than an animal being transported for medical care, or 

a horse whose feet are hobbled to protect the horse during 
transport or in any other cruel and inhumane manner. 


(4) Carry or cause to be carried a live animal in or upon a 
vehicle or otherwise without providing a secure space, rack, 
car, crate, or cage, in which livestock may stand, and in which 
all other animals may stand, turn around, and lie down during 
transportation, or while awaiting slaughter. 


(5) Abandon an animal or cause an animal to be abandoned. 


(6) Negligently allow any animal, including one who is 
aged, diseased, maimed, hopelessly sick, disabled, or non- 
ambulatory to suffer unnecessary neglect, torture, or pain. 


(7) Tether a dog unless the tether is at least 3 times the length 
of the dog as measured from the tip of its nose to the base of its 
tail and is attached to a harness or non-choke collar designed 
for tethering.

(d) Aperson who violates subsection (b) is guilty of a crime as 
follows: 


(1) Except as otherwise provided, if the violation involved 1 
animal, the person is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by 1 
or more of the following and may be ordered to pay the costs of 
prosecution: 


(i) Imprisonment for not more than 93 days. 
(ii) A fine of not more than $500.00. 
(iii) Community service for not more than 200 hours. 


(e) The court may order a person convicted of violating subsection 
(b) to be evaluated to determine the need for psychiatric or 
psychological counseling and, if determined appropriate by 

the court, to receive psychiatric or psychological counseling. 

The evaluation and counseling shall be at the defendant’s own 
expense. 


(f) This section does not prohibit a person from being charged 
with, convicted of, or punished for any other violation of law arising 
out of the same transaction as the violation of this section. 


(g) The court may order a term of imprisonment imposed for a 
violation of this section to be served consecutively to a term of 
imprisonment imposed for any other crime including any other 
violation of law arising out of the same transaction as the violation 
of this section. 


(h) As a part of the sentence for a violation of subsection (b), 
the court may order the defendant to pay the costs of the care, 
housing, and veterinary medical care for the animal, as applicable. 


(i) The court may order the defendant not to own or possess an 
animal for the duration of probation or a longer period of time on a 
second or subsequent conviction. 


(j) Violation of subsection (i) may result in revocation of probation 
as well as being subject to the criminal and civil contempt power of 
the court, which includes imprisonment and/or a fine. 


(k) This section does not prohibit the lawful killing or other use of 
an animal, including the following: 


(1) Fishing. 


(2) Hunting, trapping, or wildlife control regulated under the 
natural resources and environmental protection act, 1994 PA 
451, MCL 324.101 to 324.90106. 


(3) Horse racing. 


(4) The operation of a zoological park or aquarium. 


(5) Pest or rodent control regulated under part 83 of the natural 
resources and environmental protection act, 1994 PA 451, MCL 
324.8301 to 324.8336. 


(6) Farming or a generally accepted animal husbandry or 
farming practice involving livestock. 


(7) Activities authorized under rules promulgated under section
